And there- 
fore no Indentures, as ulually drawn up, can lay a 
Mafter under an ob‘igation of making to his Ap- 
prentice any further difcovery. Bur maugre this, 
irmay be {till objected, that if a Mafter be Ingeni- 
ous at his Bufinefs, this may be the reafon, why the 
Parents chofe to put out their Child, rather to Him, 
than to Another, in expectation, thar he woud 
teach him to be more Expert and Skillful in his 
Trade. Aud therefore the Mafter, by a Conceal- 
ment of a Secrer, does confequentiy Offend, not a- 
gainft any Expreis Bargain, or the Open Tenor of 
the Indenrures, but againft a Tacit kind of Agree. 
ment Covertly Implicd. nd for any one to of- 
fend againft even a Lacic or Implied agreement, 
this is fuch an Inftance of Intincerity, as the Ree 
fin'd, the Sublimated precepts of the Gofpel will 
ho ways juftify. Bur in anfwer to this objection 
we wou’d obferve, thar tuch Expectations of the 
Parents from the Maftcr cat in Equity reach no 
further than the Common relults,the General iffues 
of his extraordinary Capacity and Skillfulnefs in his 
Occupation. For otherwife what Encotragement 
can Matters have to be ar the Expence both of 
Uncommon Charge and Uncommon Induftry in 
fome Singuiar Improvements, if their Apprentices, 
as {oon as from under their Tuition, muft be Co- 
partners in the Profirs, {fr is abundantly fufficienr, 


that They, who are Capable of making fuch Singu- 
lar Improvments, are alfo generally Capable of in. 
ftructing their Apprentices better than Common 
Mafters in ail the other particulars of their Trade. 
Bur to Prevent Contentions and Unreafonable Ex- 
pectations, fuch Mafters wou'd ac& Wilely and Dif. 
creetly, fhoud they Exprefly Mearion fuch Equita- 
ble Exceptions, 

Q. In 2 Tim. 4. 14. we read Alexander the 
Copper {mith did me much evil. Query, who was 
that Alexander, and what harm had he done St. Paul ? 
it follows, the Lord reward him according to his 
works : Now is this Imprecation of the Apoftle con-

20. it follows, 
that he was once a Member of the Church Catho- 
lick, but afterwards Excommunicated by this Apo- 
ftle. For of thoie two itis exprefly faid, whom] 
have deliver'd to Satan; a Periphrafis for, whom I 
have Excommunicated. And if this be the Perfon, 
from St. Paul's joyning him with Hymencus we may 
not improbably conclude that they were both 
Chargeable with the fame Crime. And in 2 Tim, 
2. 18. we thus read concerning Hymeneus and Phi- 
letus, who concerning the truth have err’d, faying, 
that the Refurreétion is paft already, and overthrow tie 
faith of fome. Whence it follows, thar St. Paul 
therefore look’d upon Alexander as his Adverfary, 
as one, that had done bim much evil, becaufe a 
Broacher of Herefy ; a Teacher of Falfe Doctrine; 
a Denyer of thar Fundamental Article, the Refur- 
rection of the Dead ; a Deluder of the Weak and 
Ignorant; an Enemy to the Form of Sound Words ; 
and an Oppofer of himfelf in that Noble Work, 
which he undertook upon no other Principle than 
the Glory of God, the Honour of his Saviour, the 

onefit of his Fellow-Creatares, the Salvation of 
their Immortal Souls. And cherefore fuppofing, 

thar that kxpreffion, the Lord reward him according 
to his works, were intended as an Imprecation, it 
muft be yer allow'd, that This at leaft very mach
